General Hancock—Yes; I am alive to what 
is transpiring around me; but, to be frank, it 
does not possess that interest that people 
probably suppose, My position in the army 
is assured, f can confidently look to the fu- 
ture, I think, for further honors; for it is pos- 
sible that in the due course of events my turn 
willecome. I have been in the army thirty 
years, and at my time of life it is a bttle late 
to seck anew ficld of action. To be sure I 
would be complimented by any evidence of 
partiality on the pert of Pennsylvania; it is my 
native State, and lam glad to be honored at 
her hands; itis a matter of State pride. I 
would deem it a compliment—nothing more. 

Reporter—Am I wrong, then, in supposing 
you have no aspirations with regard o the 
Presidency? 

General Hancock—Well, I think that there 
is no man in the country to-day that can 
afford to ignore such a gift, coming from the 
eople. 

& Reporter—You have, I believe, expressed 
| ¥o ur political views on different occasions? 

General Hancock—Yes, I have; but not 
beeause I had any desire to — = in politics 
or be thought a politician. atever views 
I may have expressed were my sentiments 
with regard to the situation; 1 was a war 
Democrat; 1 am pow a conservative.

I have met him in 
the army and know his history prior to that 
time. I suppose he is ambitious. 

Reporter—Have you much of an acquaint- 
ance with Pennsylvania politicians’ 

General Hancock—Not an extensive ac- 
quaintance. I know McClure and some few 
others, but tMere are some who have come to 
the surface of late years of whom I know 
very little. 

As I took occasion to say at the head of 
this letter, soldiers rarely make shrewd poli- 
ticians. I believe I have found one who # 
not lacking in shrewdness or policy, knowi 
full well that his political opponent is now 
the head of the Government, and willing to 
assume the leadership for another term; that 
Congress and the Administration are againat 
him politically; and knowing further that his 
brilliant military record would not save him 
should these wirepullers now in power think 
he promised danger to their ambitious hopes, 
he discrectly Keeps silent. While his ambi- 
tions are doubtless pointing upward, and he 
admits that ‘‘there is ne man in the country to- 
day that can afford to ignore such a gift 
coming from the people,’’ he is not in a posi- 
tion te come out ee and positively. 
Like Geary, he cam be dragged into promi 
nence. Until he receives undoubted assur- 
ances that his election will be assured he will 
make no sacrifices. And he ia wise. Grant 
had the best position the nation can offer. He 
enerificed it for the highest civil office in the 
land, and now bas the ae retiring to 
obseurity when he leaves the White House. 
Hancock believes in holding a geod thing 
while he can; aad whatever betes de nay 
have of political preferment he keeps “mum” 
until it is time to strike.

Let Us Have Peace. 

Yesterday's Frankfort Yeoman is very 
satisfactory as to the Executive Committee 
and itself. We understand from its arii- 
cle that the commitiee deprecaites the

The 
Thiitcenth emerdment has executed itsel”. 
No one dre.ms of aa ect of Cong-ecss to 
cerry out it? provisions. The Fifteenth 
amendm-nt merely says that ‘‘suffraze shall 
not be abi.dved” for ccr.ain Causes speci- 
fied. It dces not confer suil..-e at all. 
Its enecting clause is practica'ly a dead 
leter. Sw‘ icge ex’s.s in the ceveral S. ites 
by becte law, the Fifteenth amendment 
providing tht it shall not be (emied 
account of “‘rece, color, or previous condi- 
tion of <cervitude.” The Fourteenth 
amendment confers ci.’ zership on the ne- 
gro. All of us concede ‘hat. It pro. cribes 
cenain persons, All of us are commit- 
ted to removing the disqualification by a 
bill of universul ampesty. The point on 
which we stumble, and which seems to 
raise up a diflerence of opinion between 
us, is the enacting clause which directs 
Congress to see that it be carried out by 
“appropria‘e letisltion.” ‘This clause 
should have been addreosed to the several 
States, and not to Congress. If any State 
refuced, there is a constitutional mechod 
provided for compelling obedience. The 
clause, however, does ‘not necessarily 
break down the jurisdiction of the States. 
Properly and strictly construed, the term 
‘‘appropriate legislation” expires as soon 
as citizenship, like emancipation, ceases to 
be questioned. Under Democratic con- 
struction no such monstrosity as the Ku- 
klux billcould be passed. Congress had 
no more right to pass the bayonet-election 
act by sanction of the Fifteenth amend- 
ment than by sanction of the Tenth or 
Twelfth amendment. The Kuklux bill and 
the enforcement act are Radical 
measures, which could have been, and 
would have been, passed as well without 
as with the Fouiteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments. The real question is the 
status of the negro. His freedom is as 
sured. £o no one thinks of the Thirieenth 
amendment. Itis a dead letter, having 
executed itself and expired. Such will be 
the fate of the Fourteenth and Fiitecnth 
amendments. Let the civil and political 
status of the negro become as undisputed 
as his freedom and it will not be necessary 
to expunge the obnoxious and revolution- 
ary enacting clau:cs which are now dis- 
cussed so liberally, and in such a mistaken 
spirit. They will expunge themselves. 
They will expire. They will pass into ob- 
livion. 

The only difference there is between us 
and thoce who, upon a misconception of 
its terms, oppose what they call the ‘‘new 
departure,” can be easily explained. 
‘They make an indiscriminate assault 
upon the amendments, and their vio- 
lence puts the Democracy in 
the attitude of revolution, this 
scares off the conservatism of the North 
and enables the Radicels to appeal to the 
fears and pacsions of those who believe 
that the South is only waiting an opportu- 
nity to raise a disturbance; and thus, the 
Administration and the Congress are kept 
Radical, enabling the real centralizationists 
to go on, little by little, advancing their 
imperial scheme. We say that the first 
step towards reform is a change of parties 
in the Administration and in the Congress. 
To effect this we must satisfy the North 
that the status of the negro is fixed and 
(bat the country is going to have no more 
trouble on his account. Do this, and the

But the Leg- 

islature, in spite of the entreaties of the 

State government, in spite of the entreaties 

of the local press, and in spite of the inso- 

lence of the Kuklux, refused to act, and 

adjourned without doing anythiny. Was 
this not just so much material for the Rad-. 
feals to work upon? Yet the bitterest op- 
ponents of the Kuxlux bill in the Legisla- 
ture—men who furnished Senator Morton 
a direct pretext to get Congzess to pass an 
act which Kentucky had refused to passe— 
charged our articles with having enabled 
Senator Morton to show that Kukluxism 
(lid exist, a thing which no one denied, but 
which the Governor's messates, and the 
arvicles in the newspapers, and the news of 
the day, made as plain as we did. 

All this was ill-judged. It is fer the 
South to act. The Kuklux bill of Senator 
MORTON was not meant to produce quiet. 
It was meant to inflame. It has none of 
the pacifying power ascribed to it. Itisa 
wa™-power, a dangerous instrument of des- 
poi'sm. The Southern States must them- 
selves take the Kuklux in hand and wipe 
them from the face of the ecrih. But we 
shell not be able to effect this as long 
as the si..tus of the negro is contradicted 
and as long as pohiicians and newspapers 
car stirup the pacsions of the vicious and 
ignorant avainst him. The policy of kind- 
ne.s and conciliation will go far to help out 
the policy of law and order, by cstablishing 
a popular spirit in support of legislative 
measures of repression. We shall ~et rid 
of the Kuklvxin this way, and kill two 
birds with one stone, resioring confidence 
abroad and- security and peace at home. 

The discussion of the ameadments— 
talk about repealing them—talk about 
nullifying them — prevents all this. It 
keeps the negro quesiion at the front. It 
enables bed men to use the worst passions 
of the worst men to momentary or local 
advantate, and at the cost of great public 
and national consequences. As we have 
tried to show, the quertion of local self- 
government is not at stake. It 
is the negro question. We fought 
the amendments, and have never 
sanctioned the principle contained in them, 
or the precedent set by their adoption. 
We only accepted them when they be- 
came parts of the organic law, which they 
undoubtedly are. Therefore we discuss 
them no more.. We waive the que“iion of 
richt and wrong, which we exhausicd 
when the amendments were before the 
country. They are, in our judgment, be- 
yond our reach, except in the manner we 
have specified, and we do not care to 
waste our time in useless repinings or 
empty invective. 

But there are thousands of honest men 


at the Norih who supported their adoption- 


as a settlement of the negro question, who 
are as ood States rights men as we are; 
and, without driving off this class by ex- 
treme tests, or by threats of an unsettle- 
ment of the negro question, which would 
be as obnoxious to them as it would be 
ruinous to us, we prépose—and this is 
our ‘‘new departure’”—to array it on our 
side, and on the side of good government, 
by a broad, liberal and peaceful policy of 
conciliation and kindness toward all men, 
a policy of law and order at the South, and 
reform in the government. 

This also is what every hoaest Bovrbon 
seeks. It cocts him no sacrifice of con- 
science. Why should he not unite heariily 
with us? If we have misunderstood each 
other ig ittoo late to come to an under- 
standing? 

The contents of this article embrace, ina 
condensed form, a thousand other articles 
which we have written on the same sub- 
ject. Where % the objection? 
does the trouble lie’ If we can remove it, 
we will. But should the honest Bourbon 
also not make some effort to remove it? 
Let us have done with ce.seless crimina- 
tion and recrimination, misconception and 
misrepresentaiion. If we are going to be 
beaten, let’s go down together. If there is 
a chance to win the fight, let us fight a 
good fight. Why should the honest Bour- 
bon say that he prefers a choice of Radi- 
cals to the ‘‘new departure’” Why should 
he say that, if he can’t get the platform on 
which we were beaten in 1803, he prefers 
retire from the field? We think 

the Toombs-tephens platform 
would finish us, and this is the 
opinion of all the leading Democratic 
journals and politicians of the North, as 
we have shown. We think that there is 
no escaping the meneral plan and idea con- 
taincd in the proposition to consider the 
negro question as settled; and we leave the 
future to say whether we are right or 
wrong in this. Meanwhile time presses, 
and we are admonished to decide what we 
shall do and to close ranks. We appeal to 
ihe candor and intelligence of Kentucky in 
this behalf. We ask it to consider these 
things thoughtfully. A few marplots can 
destroy us all. We can not silence them. 
That is the province, and we oan it isthe 
duty, of the people. 

We ask the Frankfort Yeoman if it will 
not aid in this work. We ask the Execu- 
tive Committee if it will not join in it. 
Protesting against the angry spirit with 
which all our appeals for peace have been 
met, and protesting against the effort of a 
few newspapers to stand out against the 
inevitable, we say now, and we shall say 
again and again, “‘let us have peace.”

Itis of no more 
import to the people at large than the city 
government of Louisville, Chicago, Si. 
Louis or Cincinnaii. If the corporation of 
New York be bankrupted, it ailects only 
the tax-payers of New York. If New 
York be rendered infamous by Tammany, 
New York must dispoce of Tammany as 
other cities dispose of other rings. It is 
no concera of ours. It is without national 
significance; and, if the voters of New 
York choose to be readered infamous and 
bankrupt, we cer ialy prefer that they 
should have their will ratber than that they 
should be subjected by act of Con tress and 
by miuriial lawto a Fe domination 
ly corrupt and corrupting in dezree, 
and, in the sweep of its power, 
the whole countrv.

Partécutare of the he Conflagration Yes- 
terday Morning. 

A while after two o'clock yesterday morning a 
fire was Giscovered in the red lead and capper- 
ing t of the Kentucky lead and oil 
works, situated en Ninth street, below Main. 

when first seen, had taken good 

and were rapidly. 

alarm was given, but before the 

engines could arrive the whole building 

was wrapped in a continuous sheet of flame, 

which well nigh destroyed every thing in its 

reach. The second alarm was given soon after- 

ward, and all the engines of the Fire Depart- 
ment were called out. 

The fire was soon under control, and the sur- 
rounding buildings saved from destruction. 
This, however,. was not accomplished until the 
building was almost ruined, together with all ite 
machinery and a good deal of stock. 

The losses, as near as they could be ascertained 
by the proprietors yesterday evening, were $7,- 
000 on the bufiding, $5,000 on machinery and fix- 
tures, and $3,000 on the stock; making the total 
loss reach $15,000, though others estimate the loss 
at much less. The owners hold a policy of §2,- 
750 in the Ztna Insurance Company, and this is 
all the insurarce they have. 

The origin of the fire isa complete mystery. 
A private watchman is employed to guard the 
premises, and he seems to have been at his post 
a «tort time before the blaze was seen. No fire 
bad ! cen about the place for some time, nor was 
any very combustible material there. It wasa 
frame house, built a few years ago, and a gentle 
breeze blew the devouring element all through it, 
Among the articles destroyed were a pair of 
French Burr stores, worth $500, and aaother 
pair of Laure! Hill stores, worth $200; and twenty 

tons of red lead, in different stages of prepara 
tiok, »cre also destroyed, 

But these losses, after all, amoust to very 
little. They are confined exclesively to the red- 
jead and eoopering departments, and do not re- 
‘tard for ea day the operation of the main works, 
situated on the west side of Ninth stroet, and 
consisting of the white-lead and oil departments.

This whole establishment was formerly 
owned and maraged bythe firm of Haslett, 
Ainsliee & Co., but more recently it has been 
turned into a joint stock company, of which Mr. 
Haslett is president and Mr. L. Leenard is secre- 
tary. The owners are now Messrs. Hasiett, Ainsice, 
Waters and W. H. Fox. These are all enter. 
prising Lusiness men, well known in commervial 
eircles, and deserve a large share of public pat- 
ronage. They have invested $160,000 in the es» 
tabliskment, and are every year adding to the 
stock, the machinery, and the buildings. The 
materials used are of the first quality, and the 
workmen employed are men of vast experience 
ia‘thcir respective departments. Every preeau- 
tion is taken to prevent manufacturing any in- 
ferior article of lead or oil. 

The losses of yesterday are but a trifle to such 
men. In fact, the work of rebuilding has al- 
ready commenced, and, under the direction and 
management of suck men as the proprietors are 
known to be, will be rapidly completed. In the

Meeting Last Night. 


At 4 meeting of merchants end manufacturers 
of this city, held in the parlor of Masonic Tem- 
ple st night, Mr. James Yrabue was called to 
the chair, after which he stated that the object 
of the meeting was to look into the ways and 
means of inaugurating an industria! exposition, 
and, as chairman of the meeting, he appointed 
Mr. David Ferguson secretary. 

Mr. R. A. Robinson moved that three commit- 
tees be appointed, entitled committee on tacor- 
poration, suitable site, and building plan, which 
prevailed. 

The chair then appointed Messrs. R. A. Robin- 
son, C. G. Jones, B. Dupont, John T. Moore, J. 
L. Smyser and Wm. Kaye a committee to nom- 
inate the committees as above, and after a 
lengthy consultation the following were ap- 
proved: 

On Incorporation—James Trabue, John W. 
Barr, J. 8. Lithgow, T. C. Coleman, N. Bloom and 
A. P. Cochrane. 

On Building Site—R. A. Robinson, Theo. 
Schwartz, Wm! Kaye, W. B. Hamilton and Ar- 
thur Peter. 

On Building Plans—M. Mildoon, Chas Bre- 
maker, E. ©. Bohne, B. Dupont and C. G. 
Jones. 

After the above names were read some discus- 
sion ensued as te looking into the probable cost 
of a suitable building, end it was suggested that 
a committee be appointed to visit Cincinnati to 
ascertain the cost of the buildings of the expo- 
sition in that city, when Mr. Muldoon arose to 
say that he was opposed to going to Cincinnati 
for any information concerning Louisville insti- 
tutions, and thatthe question could be settled 
by our own worthy architects, 

The committee on building, however, thought 
it would be advisable to visit any place, provid- 
ing information could be obtained. 

Mr. Schwartz moved that the gentlemen on the 
building committee be assured that their ex- 
penses would be paid while in pursuit of in- 
formation concerning buildings, which prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson stated that the committee on 
buildings could report on Thursday evening, Ooc- 
tober 13th, 1871. 

Mr. Moore moved that the incorporation be 
styled ‘The Leaisvillie Industrial Exposition,” 
which prevailed. 

A motion was made to put the capital stock 
of the enterprise at $250,000, whieh prevailed. 

An amendment was offered to add $50,000 to 
the above end make the capital stock $608,000, 
which was carried. 

The secretary was then instructed to procure 
suitable books, to be opened at a meeting to be 
held in the small hall of Mesonic Temple on 
Thursday, Octeber 13, for subscriptions to 
stock. 

The secretary was inatructed to advertise in 
the daily newspapers the time of the next 
meeting. 

A motion to adjourn until Thursday evening, 
October 13, 1871, was then made and carried. 


INTERNAL REVENUE. 


Semething about the Way it is Gath- 
ered up in this District. 

We pablish to-day some interesting tabies, 
prepared for the Cocurrmr-JournNnaL by Edgar 
Needham, Esq., Assessor of Internal Revenue 
for this district, showing the production and 
sale in this Congressional district of the leading 
articies from which the Internal Revenue taxes 
ofthe country are now collected. We under- 
Stand that the assessors and collcetors in the 
various districts of the country are required to 
keep an accurate and systematic account, 
going into minute details, with everv 
manufacturer of spirits, fermented 
liquors, plug and smoking tobacco and cigars; 
so thatif the subordinate revenue officers are 
faithful, prompt, intelligent and vigilant, frauds 
in the assessment and payment of taxes on the 
articles before named are well nigh impossible, 
or, if perpetrated, discovery is almost certain. 

The city of Louisville and the county of Jeffer- 
son are now reduced to five divisions, each di- 
vision being in charge of a speciai officer called’ 
an assistant assessor, who is held responsible 
for the assessment of his own division, and who 
is required to visit personally any manufacturer 
of cigars, tobacco, beer, ale or whisky from one 
to three times every month, and make e careful! 
examination of his books and stock ompand, and 
also to see that every article exposed for sale 
and requiring to be stamped is legally 
stamped, In addition to this, all cigar makers, 
brewers, distillers, and manufacturers of plug 
and smoking tobacco are liable to the visita- 
tions and inspections of special experts or de- 
tectives detailed for this duty. These examina- 
tions, inspections and precautions are fouad to 
be absolutely necessary in order that all the 
articles now iegally subject to taxation may not 
escape the taxcs imposed upon them. 

There are inthis district about 30 registered 
distillers of whisky, but only 17 have been oper- 
ated within the past year. There are also 25 
licensed brewers, 93 cigar makers, and 20 manu- 
plug and smoking tobacco,
